Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  my  third  Annual  Report, 
which  is  the  60th  of  the  series,  relating  to  the  work  of  my  Depart¬ 
ment  during  the  past  year,  and  dealing  with  matters  of  Public 
Health,  Sanitation  and  Vital  Statistics. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  from  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
this  report  is  shorter  than  usual  on  account  of  the  need  for  economy, 
and  consequently  some  tables  have  been  omitted  this  year,  other 
matters  have  been  condensed,  and  the  meteorological  survey 
curtailed. 

The  outbreak  of  War  in  September  brought  many  and  varied 
additional  responsibilities  upon  the  Department  ;  some  as  a  result  of 
evacuation,  but  in  the  main  from  A.R.P.  generally,  whose  tentacles 
made  their  ever  deepening  imprints  upon  an  increasingly  wide 
sphere  of  otherwise  normal  activities. 

The  movements  of  population  attributable  to  war  time  con¬ 
ditions,  raised  peculiar  problems  of  a  statistical  nature  necessitating 
specific  instructions  from  the  Registrar  General.  It  will  be  appre¬ 
ciated  that  this  subject  assumed  importance  in  calculating  the  birth 
and  various  mortality  rates,  and  consequently  two  birth  and  popula¬ 
tion  figures  have  been  supplied  by  the  Registrar  for  this  purpose. 

In  contrast  to  the  records  of  births  and  deaths,  the  statistics  of 
notifiable  diseases  relate  to  the  numbers  of  cases  notified  in  the 
district,  there  being  no  assignment  to  other  areas  of  usual  residence. 
With  the  exception  of  Scarlet  Fever  which  was  twice  as  prevalent 
as  the  previous  year,  and  Measles  with  320  cases,  infectious  diseases 
generally  showed  a  welcome  decline  locally.  It  is  noteworthy  that 
W  the  first  time  on  record  the  Zymotic  death-rate  was  nil. 
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Like  a  train  traversing  rising  foothills  until  it  reaches  and 
finally  manoeuvres  amongst  the  irregular  mountain  heights,  so  the 
work  of  the  Department  steadily  progressed  throughout  the  uneasy 
earlier  months  of  the  year,  and  later  during  the  anxious  war  period. 
That  the  train  ran  smoothly  upon  its  worn  but  well  laid  tracks 
despite  all  difficulties  encountered,  is  due  in  considerable  measure  to 
the  loyal  co-operation  and  energy  of  those  who  helped  me  to  drive  it. 

I  have  pleasure  in  acknowledging  also  the  ever  willing  assistance 
of  the  other  officials,  and  the  valuable  services  rendered  by  the 
voluntary  helpers  throughout  the  year  in  connection  with  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  work. 

Finally  in  my  capacity  as  head  of  the  A.R.P.  Casualty  Services, 
I  am  glad  to  have  this  opportunity  of  commending  all  the  personnel 
— both  whole-time  and  part-time — under  my  control. 

The  Borough  moreover  owes  a  special  debt  of  gratitude  to  the 
voluntary  ambulance  drivers  and  attendants,  and  the  voluntary  first 
aid  parties,  who  performed  stand-by  duties  often  under  conditions 
far  from  comfortable.

As  pointed  out  in  previous  reports  the  town  is  mainly  residential 
in  character,  there  being  only  three  factories  of  any  size.  It  caters 
chiefly  for  visitors  and  those  who  come  to  the  Spa  for  medical  treat¬ 
ment. 

The  Manager  of  the  Pump  Rooms  reports  that  the  small 
swimming  bath  was  again  kept  open  during  the  Winter  months. 
The  large  swimming  bath  was  closed  for  one  week  on  the  outbreak 
of  War  and  re-opened  until  15th  October.  The  total  number  of 
those  using  both  baths  during  the  twelve  months  ended  31st 
December,  1939,  was  78,027.  The  average  attendance  per  week 
during  the  Summer  season  (May  to  September)  was  3,002,  and 
during  the  Winter  season,  433.  The  number  of  Slipper  Baths  given 
during  the  year  was  5,310. 

There  are  no  privately-owned  swimming  baths  or  pools  in  the 
area  open  to  the  public.  Frequent  bacteriological  and  chemical 
examinations  of  the  swimming  baths  water  were  made  during  the 
year  and  proved  satisfactory.

POPULATION. 

The  Natural  decrease  of  population,  expressed  by  the  difference 
between  the  number  of  Births  and  Deaths,  was  1.  The  population 
as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  for  the  middle  of  1939,  was 
30,570,  an  increase  of  500  over  the  previous  year. 

The  population  figure  he  gives  from  which  to  calculate  the 
general  death  rates  is  31,110. 
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BIRTHS. 

411  Births  (increase  of  47)  were  registered  during  1939,  and 
their  distribution  as  to  Wards  together  with  the  deaths,  is  indicated 
in  Table  I.  The  Birth-rate  for  1939  was  13*4  per  1,000.  There 
were  226  Males  and  185  Females  born,  being  in  the  proportion  of 
122  Males  to  100  Females.

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  Deaths  registered  in  this  district  during  1939 
was  430.  Of  these,  113  were  deaths  of  non-residents.  On  the  other 
hand,  95  deaths  of  persons  belonging  to  the  Borough  were  registered 
elsewhere.  The  figures  thus  corrected,  the  nett  number  of  deaths 
belonging  to  the  Borough  was  412,  giving  a  crude  Death-rate  of  13*2 
per  1,000. 

It  should  be  mentioned  that  for  the  last  quarter  of  the  year,  a 
change  in  the  assignment  of  deaths  was  in  operation,  represented  by 
the  exclusion  of  non-civilians  and  by  allocation  to  area  of  residence 
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immediately  preceding  death  instead  of  to  a  more  permanent 
residence  elsewhere.  For  this  reason,  the  second  population  figure 
supplied  by  the  Registrar-General  is  used  for  the  purpose  of  calcu- 

c 

lating  the  death-rate. 

For  purposes  of  comparison,  the  need  is  obvious  for  the 
adjustment  of  the  Death-rate  according  to  the  age  and  sex  constitu¬ 
tion  of  the  population.  The  Registrar- General  has  provided  the 
“  Areal  Comparability  Factor  ”  based  on  the  census  of  1931,  and 
which  he  estimates  at  ’78.  The  corrected  death-rate  is  therefore 
10*2. 

As  in  some  areas  the  age  constitution  of  the  population  may 
have  been  materially  affected  by  movements  since  the  outbreak  of 
War,  the  Registrar- General  is  accordingly  considering  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  recalculating  the  factor,  and  any  variations  made  will  be 
published  in  due  course  in  the  Statistical  Review.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  BOROUGH. 

Information  regarding  Nursing  Services,  Treatment  Centres 
and  Clinics,  Hospitals,  Homes  and  Dispensaries,  was  given  in 
the  Annual  Report  for  1930.  Any  alterations  therein  have  been 
reported  from  time  to  time. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  OFFICERS  OF  THE  AUTHORITY. 

A  list  of  the  Staff  with  their  qualifications  will  be  found  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Report. 

Miss  H.  A.  Shutt,  half-time  Health  Visitor,  resigned  on  31st 
May  to  take  up  the  appointment  of  Superintendent  Health  Visitor 
at  Keighley.  She  was  replaced  by  Miss  M.  Griffiths  on  14th  August 
from  the  staff  of  the  Dudley  Public  Health  Department. 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

These  are  the  same  as  described  for  the  previous  year.  It  was 
not  found  necessary  to  call  upon  the  help  of  the  Emergency  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  organised  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the 
normal  services  proving  to  operate  adequately. 
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AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

(a)  For  Infections  Cases.  All  these  are  removed  by  Ambulance 
kept  at  Heathcote  and  maintained  by  the  Joint  Hospital  Board. 

(b)  For  N on- Infections  and  Accident  Cases.  The  Corporation 
maintain  a  Motor  Ambulance.  It  is  kept  at  the  Fire  Station  and  is 
in  the  charge  of  the  Police.  It  is  available  for  all  accidents  and  also 
for  the  removal  of  patients  to  or  from  the  Hospital,  not  only  in 
the  Borough,  but  also  for  cases  within  a  radius  of  4  miles. 

In  addition,  converted  A.R.P.  ambulances  and  cars  were 
utilised  as  occasion  demanded  for  the  transport  of  cases  between  the 
Coventry  and  Leamington  Hospitals  in  connection  with  the  emer¬ 
gency  Hospital  organisation,  and  also  upon  one  or  two  occasions  for 
removal  of  evacuees  to  the  Sick  Bay. 

(c)  Other  Cases,  i.e.,  Transport  to  Mortuary,  etc.  The  old 
Ambulance  is  retained  for  this  purpose,  and  kept  at  the  Police  Depot 
in  Adelaide  Road.  The  departmental  van  kept  at  the  Health  Office 
has  been  ear-marked  for  a  similar  purpose  in  case  of  need. 

The  above  Ambulance  Facilities  are  considered  to  be  adequate 
for  routine  peace-time  purposes. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

This  Sub-Committee  met  quarterly  instead  of  once  a  year  as 
hitherto. 

Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services. 

The  Midwives  are  under  the  control  of  the  Warwickshire  County 
Council.  During  1939,  14  Midwives  notified  their  intention  to 
practise  in  the  Borough.  Of  these,  11  were  attached  to  insti¬ 
tutions  : — 

Warneford  Hospital  ...  8 

Nursing  Homes  ...  ...  3 

Institutional  Provision  for  Mothers  or  Children. 

The  arrangements  with  the  Warneford  Hospital  for  the  admission 
of  maternity  cases  remains  the  same  as  in  previous  years.  In  1939, 
8  women  were  so  admitted  under  the  Council’s  scheme. 
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Three  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  in  consequence  of  child¬ 
birth,  the  cause  of  death  being  notified  as: — 1  (a),  Pyaemia,  (b) 
Puerperal  Infection,  2,  Secondary  Haemorrhage ;  2,  1  (a)  Post¬ 

partum  (Uterine)  Haemorrhage  ;  3,  1  (a)  Obstetric  Shock. 

The  Ante-natal  Clinic  at  the  Warneford  Hospital  continued 
to  be  well  attended.  A  report  from  the  Hospital  Post-natal  Clinic 
was  sent  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  every  case  admitted 
there  under  the  Corporation  Maternity  Scheme. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  made  by  273  women  at  the 
Ante-natal  Clinic  during  the  year  was  825,  an  average  of  3  atten¬ 
dances  per  patient.  The  figures  for  the  previous  year  were  121  and 
968  respectively.  It  will  be  noted  therefore  that  over  double  the 
number  of  women  made  less  than  half  the  number  of  individual 
visits  as  compared  with  1938. 

20  women  attended  once  at  the  Post-natal  Clinic. 

Children  were  admitted  when  necessary  to  the  Warneford 
Hospital  from  the  Clinic  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  M.O.H. 
Mothers  and  children  were  also  occasionally  received  into  the 
Warwick  Hospital  under  similar  circumstances.  Upon  the  whole  it 
can  be  said  that  the  changes  necessitated  by  a  state  of  War  inter¬ 
fered  but  little  with  the  above  arrangements. 

Admittedly  it  was  distressing  at  times  to  find  children  sent 
home  when  a  longer  stay  in  Hospital  would  have  proved  beneficial, 
and  strangely  enough  this  seemed  a  more  obvious  hardship  than  in 
those  other  instances  where  cases  suitable  for  in-patient  treatment 
were  debarred  altogether  from  gaining  admission. 


HEALTH  VISITORS. 

During  the  year,  2,670  visits  were  paid  to  infants  and  3,072 
to  children  between  the  age  of  1  and  5  years,  and  also  1027  other 

visits. 
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The  card  records  of  conditions  found  show  the  following : — 
Breast  fed,  198  ;  partly  breast  fed,  59  ;  bottle  fed,  84. 

2  children  survived  only  24  hours ;  8  were  stillborn,  and  34 
were  not  visited. 

206  visits  were  paid  to  expectant  mothers. 

Of  393  births  reported,  150  were  attended  by  Medical  Practi¬ 
tioners,  and  243  by  Midwives. 

Six  visits  are  paid  to  infants  by  the  Health  Visitors  during  the 
first  year  as  follows: — 14th  day,  1st,  2nd,  3rd,  6th  and  9th  months. 
Quarterly  visits  are  made  during  the  second  year,  and  half-yearly 
thereafter  up  to  school  age.  Additional  visits  are  made  as  may  be 
necessary. 


INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRE. 

A  weekly  session  is  held  at  the  Health  Department,  but  mothers 
can  also  attend  daily  for  test  feeds,  minor  ailments  and  advice, 
between  9-0  and  10-0  a.m. 

The  number  of  attendances  at  the  Clinic  was  approximately  the 
same  as  the  previous  year.  The  total  number  of  infants  and 
toddlers  seen  during  the  twelve  months  was  305.  Weighings 
numbered  5,985  giving  an  average  of  117  children  weighed  weekly. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  by  all  children  under  5  years 
of  age  was  6,078,  giving  an  average  weekly  attendance  of  119. 

1214  treatments  were  given  for  minor  ailments,  etc. 

Of  the  385  births  notified  during  1939,  251  of  these  infants 
attended  the  Welfare  Centre,  representing  65%  of  all  the  births  in 
the  town. 

As  empowered  by  the  Milk  (Mothers’  and  Children’s)  Order, 
the  Council  has  continued  to  supply  Milk  on  special  terms. 

No  action  was  taken  under  Ministry  of  Health  Circular,  1840, 
of  2/8/39,  concerning  the  supply  of  Milk  to  nursing  and  expectant 
mothers  and  children  under  five  years  of  age  at  reduced  rates. 
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A  scale  of  income,  sanctioned  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  has 
been  drawn  up  for  the  free  distribution,  or  sale  at  reduced  price,  of 
dried  Milk,  and  under  this  arrangement,  3,053  lbs.  have  been 
sold  at  cost  price  and  2,184  lbs.  have  been  given  away  free. 

2,112  tins  of  Colact  were  supplied  during  the  year  to  mothers 
and  toddlers. 


CHILD  LIFE  PROTECTION. 

The  number  of  Infant  Protection  Visitors  is  2,  both  being 
Health  Visitors  of  the  Local  Authority. 

The  number  of  persons  on  the  Register  who  were  nursing 
children  for  reward  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  9. 

During  1939,  9  persons  notified  that  they  had  undertaken 
the  charge  of  children.  6  children  were  transferred  to  their  own 
parents,  in  addition  to  one  who  was  on  a  visit  only  and  returned 
home. 

Reports  are  furnished  from  time  to  time  regarding  the  suitability 
of  local  persons  who  apply  to  adopt  children  through  the  National 
Adoption  Society. 

In  March,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Council,  the  M.O.H.  accepted 
an  invitation  to  act  as  Honorary  Medical  Officer  of  the  South 
Warwickshire  Branch  of  the  N.S.P.C.C.  vice  Dr.  Cole  deceased. 


ULTRA  VIOLET  LIGHT  CLINIC. 

This  is  held  on  two  mornings  a  week  at  the  Health  Department. 
13  school  children  and  19  toddlers  availed  themselves  of  the  facilities 
offered,  the  latter  making  a  total  of  234  attendances.  Of  these,  9 
made  an  average  of  only  5  attendances  each.  The  average  atten¬ 
dances  for  the  remaining  10  was  18,  and  almost  all  of  these  derived 
definite  benefit. 

Improvement  was  noted  mainly  in  regard  to  weight,  amelioration 
of  chest  conditions,  and  disappearance  of  incipient  rickets. 
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ORTHOPEDIC  TREATMENT. 

During  the  year  under  the  arrangement  with  the  Warneford 
Hospital  55  cases  received  treatment,  19  of  which  were  children 
under  school  age.  In  addition,  early  cases  of  rickets  are  treated  at 
the  Council’s  Ultra-Violet  Light  Clinic,  and  cod  liver  oil,  splints, 
and  surgical  boots  and  irons  provided  for  necessitous  cases  free  of 
cost. 


One  child,  aged  18  months,  suffering  from  congenital  dis¬ 
location  of  the  hip,  was  admitted  to  Paybody  Convalescent  Home 
for  in-patient  treatment  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Orthopaedic 
Surgeon. 

MATERNITY  AND  NURSING  HOMES. 

On  31st  December,  1939,  there  were  12  Nursing  Homes  on  the 
register  including  the  Warneford  Hospital.  These  may  be  classi¬ 
fied  as  follows,  according  to  the  types  of  cases  treated  : —

During  the  year  one  Maternity  Home  was  discontinued,  and 
two  new  Nursing  Homes  were  registered. 

All  were  visited  at  least  once  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
and  periodically  by  the  Health  Visitor,  and  with  one  exception  proved 
to  be  satisfactory. 

In  August,  the  A/Chief  Constable  was  requested  to  advise 
regarding  Fire  Precautions  in  the  various  Nursing  Homes,  and  as  a 
result  of  his  report  several  additional  Fire  Extinguishers  were 
installed  and  other  relevant  matters  received  attention. 

In  June,  the  Cay  Maternity  Home  and  the  Lord  and  Lady 
Kenilworth  Ante-Natal  Clinic  were  opened  at  the  Warneford 
Hospital. 

Certificates  of  exemption  from  registration  were  granted  to  the 
Home  for  Incurables,  and  to  the  Sunshine  Home  for  Blind  Babies. 
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SCHOOLS. 

There  is  nothing  of  special  note  to  report  with  reference  to 
these  during  1939.  All  make  use  of  the  town’s  water  supply. 
Action  taken  with  regard  to  infectious  disease  is  based  upon  the 
1927  Memorandum  issued  jointly  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and 
Board  of  Education. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER. 

The  Water  of  the  town  is  derived  from  three  sources  : — (a) 
The  Campion  Terrace  Well,  functioning  since  1878,  (b)  The 
Lillington  Well,  opened  in  1898,  (c)  The  Brewery  Well  in 
Lillington  Avenue,  purchased  by  the  Corporation  in  1935.  Their 
respective  distances  from  the  Town  Hall  are  0'6,  2,  and  1  miles. 

Monthly  samples  were  submitted  for  chemical  and  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination,  and  all  proved  satisfactory,  though  as  obtains 
throughout  a  great  part  of  Warwickshire  the  degree  of  hardness 
was  very  high. 


Close  co-operation  was  maintained  throughout  the  year  between 
the  Waterworks  Engineer  and  the  M.O.H.  in  relation  to  all  matters 
directly  or  indirectly  liable  to  affect  the  water  supply. 

For  the  distribution  of  the  water  supply  for  domestic  purposes, 
some  50i  miles  of  mains  have  been  laid.  During  the  year  a  further 
2,493  yards  of  new  town  water  mains  were  added.

Included  in  the  above  is  2,191,000  gallons  from  the  wells 
supplied  to  the  Warwick  Rural  District  Council. 
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As  compared  with  the  previous  year,  the  water  pumped  from 
Campion  Terrace  and  Lillington  Wells  showed  a  decrease  of  some 
8i  million  gallons,  as  against  an  increase  of  nearly  14 J  million 
gallons  from  the  Brewery  Well  and  River. 

The  yearly  variation  in  the  consumption  of  water  per  head 
is  not  great,  but  of  latter  years  tends  to  show  a  slight  but  steady  rise. 
This  caused  a  good  deal  of  anxiety  in  responsible  quarters  owing  to 
the  depletion  of  the  wells  at  certain  periods.  For  1939  the  daily 
consumption  was  29*96  gallons  per  head  as  against  29*76  in  1938. 

In  addition,  river  water  to  the  amount  of  3*77  gallons  per  head 
was  supplied  to  residents,  or  including  that  to  Railway  Companies, 
6*32  gallons  per  head.

Comment. — Results  quite  satisfactory. 

In  August,  a  sample  from  the  Campion  Terrace  Well  gave  a 
colony  count  of  48  at  20c  with  presumptive  Coli-serogenes  present 
in  1*0  c.c.,  but  absent  from  1/10  c.c.  Cultural  examination  of  the 
tubes  showing  acid  and  gas  formation  resulted  in  the  isolation  of

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a  bacillus  with  the  biochemical  characters  of  B.  neapolitanum  which 
is  found  widely  distributed  on  vegetation  and  in  rotting  vegetable 
matter.  Its  presence  in  this  sample  suggested  that  decaying 
vegetable  matter  had  been  washed  into  the  well.  The  findings  did 
not  show  any  evidence  of  faecal  pollution,  but  it  was  pointed  out 
that  the  continued  presence  of  B.  neapolitanum  may  result  in  the 
development  of  an  unpalatable  flavour. 

The  probable  cause  of  the  above  unusual  report  was  that  the 
water  level  in  this  well  had  recently  risen  so  as  partially  to  submerge 
the  wood  staging.  A  less  likely  cause  was  thought  to  be  the  fitting 
of  new  cup-leathers  to  the  north  set  of  pumps.  Later  reports 
proved  quite  satisfactory.

— The  results  detailed  above  show  that  all  three  waters  are 
organically  of  excellent  quality,  and  suitable  for  use  as  Public 
Supplies. 
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RIVERS. 

The  River  Leam,  which  runs  through  the  middle  of  the  town, 
rises  in  Northamptonshire  and  is  joined  by  the  Itchen  near  Marton, 
passes  through  Offchurch  and  Leamington,  and  joins  the  Avon 
between  the  Portobello  and  Warwick  Bridges.  The  river  Avon 
forms  the  western  boundary  of  the  town  for  a  little  over  half-a-mile. 

No  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  with  regard  to  pollution  of  the  rivers  or  streams  in  the  area. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE. 

A  full  report  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme,  which  is  by 
means  of  Settlement  Tanks  and  Filters  on  land  at  Heathcote, 
was  contained  in  the  report  for  1929.  During  the  year,  the  general 
character  of  the  sewage  effluent  was  satisfactory,  and  no  complaints 
were  received. 


CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  cottages  in  the  Lillington  district, 
the  houses  throughout  the  town  are  supplied  with  water  closets. 

SCAVENGING. 

Approximately  9,040  tons  of  refuse  were  destroyed  as  compared 
with  8,829  the  previous  year.

There  was  only  one  unsatisfactory  sample  of  Milk  of  a  total  of 
forty-two.  This  particular  sample  was  deficient  in  Fat  to  the 
extent  of  6%.  A  subsequent  sample  from  the  same  vendor  was 
found  to  be  genuine. 

One  sample  of  Vinegar  sold  as  “  Malt  Vinegar  ”  did  not  contain 
any  Vinegar  derived  from  malt  but  consisted  entirely  of  artificial 
vinegar  prepared  by  diluting  Acetic  Acid  with  water  and  colouring 
it  with  caramel.  Upon  a  formal  sample  being  attempted  the  vendor 
declared  the  vinegar  to  be  not  malt  vinegar. 

One  sample  of  Ammoniated  Tincture  of  Quinine  was  found  to 
be  deficient  of  45%  of  the  amount  of  Ammonia  which  it  ought  to 
contain.  A  subsequent  formal  sample  from  the  same  vendor  proved 
to  be  genuine.

During  National  Rat  Week  and  the  week  following,  the  annual 
campaign  against  rats  and  mice  was  carried  out.  In  the  public 
sewers,  2,984  poison  baits  were  laid  at  400  different  points.  A  re¬ 
inspection  of  2,423  of  these  shewed  that  1,305  or  54%  had  been  taken. 
Three  notices  were  inserted  in  the  local  Press  during  Rat  Week 
directing  the  attention  of  the  public  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  and 
a  number  of  leaflets  and  posters  were  distributed  giving  information 
as  to  the  best  methods  of  destroying  these  pests.  Several  complaints 
were  received  and  investigated.  Baiting  with  red  squill  and  other 
methods  were  adopted  throughout  the  year  with  good  results.

AGE  INCIDENCE.  NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 
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Became  notifiable  in  October. 
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During  1939,  the  M.O.H.  visited  30  cases  of  infectious  disease 
at  the  request  of  practitioners  who  called  him  in  consultation  in 
connection  with  the  diagnosis. 

Scarlet  Fever. — 74  cases  were  notified  with  no  deaths, 
as  against  only  36  the  year  before.  This  is  a  very  mild  disease 
nowadays  compared  with  what  it  was  previous  to  the  year  1885. 

Diphtheria. — Notifications  numbered  only  13  and  there  were 
no  deaths.  The  distribution  of  the  cases  this  year  was : —

There  was  a  welcome  decline  in  the  prevalence  of  Diphtheria, 
but  no  one  can  forecast  how  long  this  may  continue.  Only  four 
years  previously  there  occurred  155  cases  with  10  deaths. 

Anti -toxin  can  be  obtained  at  any  hour  by  practitioners  free  of 
cost  from  a  certain  chemist  in  the  town,  so  that  early  serum 
treatment  is  always  available.  This  arrangement  has  been  in 
operation  locally  for  the  past  32  years. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  immunisation  against 
Diphtheria  was  continued  by  the  Department.  This  was  offered 
free  both  to  school  children  and  to  those  under  school  age,  the 
former  being  inoculated  at  the  Schools  and  the  latter  at  the  Health 
Department  during  the  weekly  Clinic. 

No  Shick  testing  was  performed. 

The  prophylactic  employed  was  T.A.F.  (Toxoid-Antitoxin 
Floccules)  in  three  doses  at  fortnightly  intervals,  and  obtained  from 
two  different  firms  for  purposes  of  comparison  as  to  reactions  and 
remote  immunising  effects. 

During  1939  a  total  of  3,226  inoculations  were  given  to  children 
of  school  age,  1,625  children  completing  the  course,  this  latter  figure 
including  those  who  had  received  some  doses  the  previous  year. 

In  addition  3  inoculations  were  given  to  each  of  79  children 
between  the  ages  of  1  and  5. 
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Enteric  Fever — No  cases  of  Enteric-Fever  were  notified  in 
1939.

Whooping  Cough. — The  number  of  cases  unofficially  notified 
was  12  only,  with  no  deaths.  The  years  this  disease  has  been 
particularly  prevalent  have  been  1916,  1924,  and  1926.  Like 
Measles,  this  also  became  compulsorily  notifiable  in  October. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. — 3  notifications  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia 
were  received  during  1939,  being  4  less  than  the  last  year. 

CHICKEN  Pox. — The  number  of  cases  was  56,  as  against  3 
in  1938. 
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Mumps. — 25  cases  were  reported,  this  being  a  decrease  of  11 
upon  the  previous  year.

It  will  be  thus  seen  that  of  483  living  children  (541  less 
58  removed  to  other  places)  only  120  or  24*8%  are  known  to  have 
been  subjected  to  vaccination,  23‘2%  being  successfully  vaccinated. 

This  is  a  very  different  state  of  affairs  from  the  year  1902  when 
the  Registrar  was  able  to  account  for  99%  of  vaccinated  children  in 
the  Borough.

HEATHCOTE  HOSPITAL  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

During  the  year,  267  cases  were  admitted,  which,  when  added 
to  the  15  remaining  in  Hospital  on  1st  January,  1939,  gave  a  total 
of  282  cases  under  treatment  during  the  twelve  months.  This  is  26 
more  than  in  1938.  Only  one  death  occurred  as  compared  with  5 
the  previous  year,  and  9  in  1937. 

The  yearly  average  admissions  for  the  last  decennium  was  244. 
The  number  remaining  in  Hospital  on  31st  December,  1939,  was  23. 
Only  one  case  was  received  from  outside  the  area  served  by  the 
Joint  Hospital  Board,  namely  from  the  Solihull  Urban  District.

Scarlet  Fever. — The  number  of  admissions  was  205,  of 
which  91  were  males,  and  114  females.  Two  suffered  in  addition 
from  Whooping  Cough,  2  from  Chicken  Pox,  and  11  from  Measles. 

One  death  occurred  of  a  child  aged  4|  years  on  the  fifth  day 
after  admission.  She  was  a  late  case  suffering  from  Septic  Scarlet 
Fever,  Measles  and  Broncho-Pneumonia  with  “bull  neck,” 
Otorrhoea  and  CEdema  of  upper  portion  of  chest  and  left  arm. 

Intramuscular  injections  of  Scarlatinal  anti-toxin  in  doses  vary¬ 
ing  from  5  to  15  c.cm.  were  administered  in  57  instances.  Nearly 
all  those  suffering  from  Measles  in  addition,  were  incubating  the 
latter  disease  on  admission,  and  they  were  treated  with  immunising 
material,  a  stock  of  which  had  been  obtained  in  advance  owing  to 
the  prevalence  of  Measles  in  Leamington.  In  two  cases,  the  disease 
was  diagnosed  through  the  presence  of  “koplik’s  spots”  in  the  mouth 
before  the  appearance  of  the  characteristic  rash,  and  their  prompt 
isolation  prevented  the  occurrence  of  cross  infection.

Control  of  Tuberculosis.— Our  work  continues  to  be  of 
the  same  character  as  in  past  years.  Sputum  flasks  and  disin¬ 
fectants  are  supplied  on  application,  and  the  disinfection  of 
premises  is  carried  out  whenever  a  patient  dies  or  removes  to 
another  house. 
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Treatment.— This  work  comes  principally  under  the  County 
Scheme.  8  cases  (6  males  and  2  females)  have  been  sent  to 
Hertford  Hill  Sanatorium  ;  one  patient  was  treated  at  the  Warwick 
Hospital ;  and  one  was  sent  to  King  George  V.  Sanatorium, 
Godaiming,  Surrey. 

As  in  previous  years,  I  am  greatly  indebted  to  the  Assistant 
Tuberculosis  Officer  (Dr.  Cyriax)  for  his  kindness  and  help,  more 
especially  in  the  examination  of  suspected  cases  among  School 
Children. 

322  visits  were  paid  to  Tuberculosis  cases  by  the  Health 
Visitors.  11  cases  were  notified  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  and  16 
of  the  cases  notified  during  1939  were  attending  the  Dispensary.

DISINFECTION  OF  PREMISES,  BEDDING,  ETC. 

Premises. — The  disinfection  of  premises  is  carried  out  after 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Enteric  Fever,  Diphtheria,  and  any  other 
cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  where  the  medical  practitioner 
especially  desires  disinfection.  Also  after  deaths  from  notifiable  and 
non-notifiable  diseases  and  other  cases  if  deemed  necessary. 

The  two  main  methods  adopted  for  the  disinfection  of  rooms  are 
by  gaseous  and  liquid  disinfectants.  As  to  which  method  is  used  is 
a  matter  of  expediency. 

Formalin  gas  is  used  for  the  former  and  for  liquid  disinfection 
a  formalin  spray  is  utilised. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. — Eight  Council  houses  and  21 
other  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with  bed  bugs  during  the 
year,  and  all  were  disinfested.  The  method  employed  in  each  case 
was  to  spray  the  woodwork  during  and  after  removal,  with  liquid 
insecticide  (either  “  Zaldecide  ”  or  “  Lawvercide  ”),  and  to  follow 
this  by  fumigating  the  room  with  disinfestator  blocks  (“  Fumoid  ”)• 
The  tenants  were  able  to  remain  in  occupation  whilst  this  was 
being  done,  but  in  the  case  of  Council  houses,  these  were  generally 
treated  after  becoming  vacant  and  before  the  entry  of  new  tenants. 
No  return  cases  have  been  reported. 
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Where  a  house  is  known  or  suspected  to  be  infested,  the 
tenants’  belongings,  before  removal  to  the  Council  house,  are  placed 
in  one  room  and  fumigated.  Subsequently,  a  watch  is  kept  on  the 
Council  house  and  the  tenant  encouraged  to  report  to  the  rent 
collector  immediately  the  presence  of  vermin  is  suspected.  The 
collector  reports  the  circumstances  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  who 
supervises  whatever  disinfestation  may  be  required. 

Clothing. — disinfection  of  this  is  carried  out  at  the  Corpor¬ 
ation  Disinfecting  Station.  Infected  clothing,  etc.,  is  removed  by  a 
special  van  before  the  disinfection  of  the  premises. 

A  Washington-Lyons  disinfecting  apparatus  is  used  for  this 
work.  Leather  goods,  etc.,  which  do  not  stand  disinfection  by  steam, 
are  set  aside  and  treated  either  by  the  gaseous  method  or  the  formalin 
spray.

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AIR  RAID  PRECAUTIONS. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  continued  throughout  the  year 
as  First  Aid  Commandant  in  charge  of  the  Casualty  Services  for 
the  Borough  and  10  neighbouring  parishes. 

Much  of  his  time  was  occupied  in  an  administrative  capacity  in 
connection  with  general  organization,  personnel  and  their  training 
and  accommodation,  equipment,  transport,  returns,  co-ordination,  and 
attendance  at  meetings,  as  well  as  miscellaneous  matters  of  a 
surprising  variety  which  at  one  time  could  hardly  have  been  credited 
with  having  any  bearing  upon  A.R.P. 

Without  the  assistance  and  close  co-operation  of  the  A.R.P 
Officers,  the  work  could  not  have  been  successfully  accomplished. 

The  services  of  Mrs.  V.  Smallwood,  Ambulance  Leader,  and 
Mr.  Walton  Cliffe,  Superintendent  of  First  Aid  Parties,  are  hereby 
gratefully  acknowledged.  Their  indefatigable  and  conscientious 
work  in  their  respective  spheres  of  action  has  contributed  in  no 
small  degree  towards  the  efficient  functioning  of  the  Service. 

Mr.  A.  J.  Smith,  Sanitary  Inspector,  District  No.  2,  and 
Decontamination  Superintendent,  attended  a  course  of  instruction  in 
methods  of  protection  against  high  explosive  bombs  and  in  incendiary 
bomb  control,  and  qualified  as  an  Instructor  in  those  subjects. 
During  the  year  he  continued  to  train  personnel  of  the  Casualty, 
Warden  and  Decontamination  Services,  and  he  also  conducted 
classes  for  a  number  of  local  instructors  enabling  them  to  qualify 
for  the  L. A.R.P.  certificate. 

Mr.  G.  H.  Hammond,  Sanitary  Inspector  of  No.  1  District, 
and  Mr.  A.  H.  Stalworth,  Temporary  Clerk,  both  undertook  regular 
spells  of  duty  in  the  A.R.P.  Control  Centre  from  the  beginning  of 
September  onwards. 

Although  at  the  close  of  the  year,  the  Service  had  not  so  far 
been  faced  with  the  crucial  test  resulting  from  enemy  action,  there 
was  every  ground  for  feeling  confident  that  when  the  time  arrives, 
there  will  be  no  flinching.

The  observing  and  recording  of  Meteorological  conditions  in  the 
Borough  has  been  continued  throughout  the  year.  The  following

(4)  A  Stevenson’s  Screen,  containing  a  Hygrometer  and  a 

Maximum  and  a  Minimum  Thermometer. 

(5)  One  Terrestrial  Radiation  Thermometer. 

(6)  One  8in.  Rain  Gauge  (Meteorological  Office  Pattern)  with 

Measuring  Glass. 

(7)  One  Earth  Thermometer  at  a  depth  of  1  foot. 

(8)  One  Earth  Thermometer  at  a  depth  of  4  feet. 

The  Station  is  recognised  by  the  Meteorological  Office.  A 
monthly  report  was  sent  throughout  the  year,  and  evening  reports 
were  transmitted  by  telegram  until  the  outbreak  of  war  in  Sept¬ 
ember,  when  the  latter  were  discontinued.
